In 
the later Bfoics, the harsh features of ilie ay stem wore wif toned* 
The Stoic idea of a brotherhood of mankind is impressively &«-t 
forth by Epictetus (c. 50-e* 120), Marcus Aurelius (121 - 
180) stands on the same lofty plane : and in Senses (c. 3 
a.d,) t the tutor of Sei m o 7 the person.ility of God and the reality 
of a future life are distinctly recognized, while in various precepts 
this philosopher breathes a humane spirit akin to the gospel. The 
Stoic philosophy offered no satisfactory view of the universe and ui 
its design. As a practical system p it lacked humility, imd, in its 
unadulterated form, hardened the heart;, but it had no small in¬ 
fluence in diffusing abroad the idea of mankind as forming a single 
community. In its later influence, it mitigated the severity of 
srrwr^f Roman Jaw, On the whole, the ancient philosophy did 
: u work resembling in some degree that of the Old 
Testament law, in training the conscience. It kindled 
reparations—for example, the yearning for a more intimate com¬ 
munion of mankind—which only the kingdom of God could meek 
In this respect it was unconsciously prophetic. But philosophy, in 
the age w hen the gospel appeared, in the hands of the new Platonic 
school* had lapsed Into pantheism. There was an eclectic tendency, 
a disposition to cull fragments of doctrine here and there., an ! to 
amalgamate systems with one another, just ns there was a prevailing 
drift towards what is called flynvrrtitimi in religion—the combination 
of elements drawn from the creeds and cults of different- nations. 

The state of morals in the Augustan age is depicted in as dark 
colors by Seneca its by Paul* Licentiousness and cruelty, the char- 
Sritr . 4if acteristie vices of ancient society, bad been fostered by 
mora ^- certain forms of heathen religion. The i in in oval talcs of 
Greek mythology had been stigmatized ns baneful to youth by 
Plato and Aristotle. By the downfall of liberty, and by intestine 
strife, Greek social life was demoralized. +l Thr- individual Imd 
begun to draw away more and more from the Slide," ami sunk 
morally to the position of il ti man without a country/ Unman 
virtue gave way under the ft mptationa to luxury and ennsuality 
that followed upon the conquest of Greece and the plunder of ihu 
East. All ranks of Homan society were infected with the prevailing 
impurity. Immense sums were lavished upon luxurious banquets, 
Vicos which may nnt even bn named, were practised with impunity, 
and almost without reproach* 1 The multitude of slaves furnished
